Tim Murnane Writes on the Kelley Case

(By Tim Murnane,)

“Ball players have little use for club
owners except when they want a little
advance money,” says George Dovey
of the Boston Nationals.

George is right; the playerg are not in
the game for their health, It's busi-
ness pure and simple, once they get a
taste of the money handed out for the
exercise, There Is no sentiment with
the muagnate and less with the player.
’1‘11({ player will get all he can, while
saving his “salary whip,” and I don't
know that he can be blamed after all,

M. J. Kelley was looking for the
money from the minor leagues when he
was drafted by a major league club,
and refused to play ball for the big
fellows. He was forced to act a8 man-
ager until he developed a heap of trou-
ble for himself, and finally got a num-
ber of persons fighting his case, I must
say that 1 know very little about the
merits of the case. This I do know,
that baseball wars of the past have
been brought on by just such cases,
where the player was not worth the
powder, and the finish found the player
getting the small end of the deal.

Messrs, Herrman and Pulliam have
decided that M. J, Kelley is a free
agent, with the right to do business
with any club wanting his services in
organized ball. Presldent Jobnson, the
third member of the board, comes out
strong in a minority report. The player
{s a free agent, says the commission,
and yet no action has been taken by
the commission on the finding of the
American assoclation,

President Johnson contended that
Kelley was not under the jurisdiction
of the national commission as he was
a manager, having refused to recognize
the right of the commission to make
him fulfill his obligation to the BSt.
Louis eclub.

1 have no desire to go into this bad
basgeball mess, and would like to see
Kelley get all the justice that he de-
serves. DBut until the national com-
mission can show where it has the
power to make President O'Brien and
the American association show cause
for turning down Kelley, it looks like
a case of meddling with a sore that
cannot be cured until the whole matter
is settled by the major and minor
leagues,

1 belleve this case will causg no end
of trouble in baseball, and 1 can see
already where the national commission
has lost valuable ground, Every time
it has taken up the Kelley matter it
has gone farther into the mire, It's
a case of meaning well by Messrs, Herr-
mann and Pullfam, But why take up
the case until Kelley made his appeal
from the work done by the association?
The player was in no way connected
with the National League, He was tied
up to the American lLeague and the
great minor organization, Why not al-
low the case to be settled by those di-
vectly interested?

There is not a minor league in ex-
igtence that cannot settle its own din-
putes by Its own boards, and certainly
Manager Kelley was only subject to
discipline from the American assocla:
tion, Kelley, a free agent, can now
slgn with a National league club, =t
looks very much as If the American
league and assocliation had decided to
make a fight before allowing the young
man to play with their organization,
Therefore, unless the national commis-
slon has the power to make the Ameri-
can assoclation change front, Kelley
has not gained his old standing In base-
ball, I presume that Kelley himself
has grown weary over the long-drawn-
out trouble,

Not long ago I read a long article in a
western paper giving credit to William
Ewing as being the first catcher to in-
troduce signals. “Buck” BEwing came
to the game as a third baseman fer
Troy, N. Y., in the early eightles, ana
reached the highest notch ever attainea
by a catcher, when his all-round work
was taken into consideration.

But fully 10 years before Ewing came
to the front several clever catchers
were using signals, not ony with the
pitchers but with the basemen as well,
The most consplcuous of the old catch-
ers to make a feature of the signal
business was Charley Snyder, who was
with Washington, Loulsville and Bes-
ton long before Ewing broke into the
business. In fact, Snyder was by ail
odds the greatest signal worker the
game has produced. In 1875 he was the
regular catcher of the Philadelphia
club. His pitchers never turned their
heads to look after base runners. Jim
Devlin in particular, with the Louisvilre
olub in '77, would strike his position
and never move a muscle until he gos
the signal from Snyder,

Sometimese it would be a signal to
turn and throw to a base, the base-
man receiving the signal, just a lttie
ahead, to be on the lookout for tne
throw. Outflelders as well as inflelders
were tipped off as to whether the ball
was to be a curve or a stralght ball, T
well remember one of Snyder's signals
to the first baseman while playing back
with a man on first and second. Sny-
der would take his mask by the top
as if to make it more comfortable, This
was a tip that the next ball pitched
would be shot to first base.

As the ball was on the way to the
ecatcher the first baseman would dash
for the base just in time to take the
ball thrown low and on the inside, ana
many a sleepy runner was nipped off in
this way. Snyder's throwing to bases
was even more remarkable than that or
either Buck Ewing or Mike Kelly, for
he threw with the same motion that
he used in returning the ball to the
pitcher,

Silver Flint, the old Chleago cateher,
was another man who realized the im-
portance of signal work in the seven-
ties.
